FOURTH OF HOMES BEGUN 
IN 1949 BUILT BY OWNERS 
THEMSELVES, STUDY SHOWS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP). 
ORE than a fourth of all 
privately financed non- 
farm homes started in the 

United States in 1949 were 

“dream houses” built by the 

owners themselves. | 

This was announced today 
by the Department of Labor in 
reporting the result of the 
first nation-wide survey it ever 
made of the residential build- 
ing industry. The survey was 
made this spring. 

It said a surprising number 
of persons — 272,970 — built 
houses for their own families, 
acting as their own contractors 
and in many cases doing part 
of the work themselves. 

Units constructed by opera- 
tive builders erecting homes 
for sale or rent comprised 
about half of the 988,760 homes 
started in this period, and 
dwellings started by 
contractors to order, 
sale or rent by 
amounted to one fifth.

Mosquito Infestation From Flood . 
Largely Under Control by City 


Drop 


Spraying and Oil Methods Cause Sharp Drop 
in Number of Insects---Complaints 


Off. 


A serious mosquito infestation 
resulting from the recen® Missis- 
sippi river flood has been brought 
largely under control by the first 
phases of an emergency mosquito 
control program, Health Commis- 
sioner J. Earl Smith said today. 
Spot checks of the mosquito 
population; using light traps at 
various places in the city to catch 
the insects, have shown a sharp 
drop in the number of mosquitoes 
since the control program was 
started two weeks ago, Dr. Smith 
said. 

At one location, a trap caught 
more than 3000 mosquitoes in a 
single night shortly after the 
flood. A trap at the same spot 
now catches only about 50 a 
night. 

It was considered significant 
also that the number of com- 
plaints about mosquitoes has 
dropped off sharply since areas 
of the city where flood waters 
left breeding places have been 
sprayed with DDT fog. Mosquito 


spreading oil on stagnant water 
from the flood. 
Dr. Smith said the Health Di- 
vision now is working to keep 
the mosquito population at a low 
level for the rest of the summer. 
Low areas near River des Peres 
and along the Mississippi on the 
North Side are being treated a 
second time to preyent an up- 
surge in the rate of breeding. In 
addition, catch basins, quarries, 
park lakes, cemetery lakes and 
other breeding places not cov- 
ered the fifst time are being 
treated with a lasting larvicide. 
Fall weather will make further 
control measures unn 
after Oct. 1, Dr. Smith predicted. 
He disclosed that the United 
States Public Health Servicé has 
been asked to make recommenda- 
tions for a permanent mosquito 
control program for the city, 
since the yearly infestations in- 
volve possible disease hazards. 
He pointed out that the cost of 
a permanent program would be 
reduced by the training of per- 
sonnel and the acquiring of equip- 
ment during the emergency pro-

WESTERNUNION 
RATE INGREASE 


Agency Says Company 
Is Entitled to $9,800,- 
000 More Revenue a 
Year. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
Western Union Telegraph Co. 
should be allowed to increase its 
rates to bring in $9,800,000 a year 
more revenue, the Federal Com- 
munications Commission decided 
yesterday. 

Still to be determined is just 
when and how much individual 
rates will be increased. The com- 
pany will have to work out an 
entirely new rate structure for 
approval or rejection by the FCC, 
Action then will determine just 
when the new rates become effec- 
tive. 

The FCC laid down some spe- 
cific points in advance. 

15-Word Minimum. 


It said it was agreeable to a 
15-word minimum for straight 
telegrams instead of the tradi- 
tional 10 words. ‘It approved a 
formula Western Union submitted 
for an increase in charges for 
press messages. 

In a report today, the company 
said an analysis showed 70 per 
cent of all public telegrams are 
of a business nature and 30 per 
cent are social. 

Since the new rate structure Is 
not final, no comparison based 
on present rates can be regarded 
as hard and fast. Following are 
examples of the charges at pres- 
ent for a 10-word straight tele- 
gram and one of 15 words. 

At present a 10-word telegram 
from St. Louis to Chicago costs 
60 cents plus a 25 per cent tax, 
with 15 words costing 85 cents 
plus 25 per cent. A 10-word tele- 
gram from St. Louis to New York 
now costs 90 cents plus a 25 per 
cent tax, with 15 words costing 
$1.25 plus the 25 per cent tax. 

Here is the formula approved 
for press charges: The minimum 
press message charge to be in- 
creased from 35 to 50 cents and 
rates for day press messages to 
be one half of thé telegram rates 
and night press to be one fourth 
of ,the telegram rates. The pres- 
ent press rates are one third and 
one sixth, respectively, of the 
telegram rates. 

The American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association vigorously op- 
posed an increase in press rates 
as large as this, but did not ob- 
ject to some increase.

Complete separation of 
the British from the Iranian ofl resources was 
even made a matter of religion. In the opinion 
of the British, it was this passion which pre- 
vented Mossadegh from accepting a settlement 
when the chips were really down. 

Now, however, Mossadegh or some other Per- 
sian representative must face the facts. True, 
colonialism is on its way out; so there can be 
no thought of forcefully preventing Iranian na- 
tionalization of its oil resources. A new deal is in 
order. The British have come around on this 
point. But the billion-dollar British investment, 
represented most specifically by the world’s 
largest refinery at Abadan, cannot just be wiped 
off the slate—especially not in the current world 
situation. And it is on this point that the Irani- 
ans must come around. 

Western Europe, Africa and: India depend 
very heavily on Iran for oil. It will be hard on 
them to be deprived of this oil, even if it does 
not go to the Russian bloc. So it is essential 
that the British should have some voice in how 
and. where the oil is sold. This, however, is no 
affront to Iran’s sovereignty. A fair, businesslike 
agreement is possible. Iran would profit as much 
if not more than anybody else under a contract 
permitting the British to process and sell Iranian 
oil with an equitable division of the profits. 

There is no longer any desire to exploit Iran. 
On the other hand, Iran cannot hope to exploit 
Britain with the help of American or German 
technicians. Nor can Iran afford to turn un- 
bridled nationalism into economic disaster. Soon- 
er or later, all this must be recognized in 
‘Teheran. 

Meanwhile prudence is in order. With British 
warships standing by, there should be no pro- 
vocative attempt to seize the Abadan installa- 
tions. Most hopeful would be a brief cooling- 
off pericd and then a quiet resumption of ne- 
gotiations.

There must be wide support for Senator Rus- 
sell’s view that little practical good would be 
accomplished at this time by a rehash of the 
MacArthur hearings. Still, a partisan minority 
report was all but inevitable, and it is just as 
well that no new furor was created by trying 
to block it.

States in an inconclusive war in China. 

Yet that would be the logical result of their 
recommendations. They also repeat the trite at- 
tacks on Secretary of State Acheson, the Yalta 
conference and so on. No wonder that Senator 
Lodge and Senator Saltonstall, both Massachu- 
setts Republicans, felt it necessary that they 
could not go all the way with the minority. 

The American people, we feel sure, will not 
go very far in that direction either.

sonnel and services. This is the sort of spas- 
modic belt-tightening and penny-pinching with 
which East St. Louisans have lived for many 


. years, or long enough to wonder whether their 


city government is as efficient as it might be. 


Mayor Alvin Fields has announced a probable 
$600,000 deficit this year. Personnel of the street 
and sewer departments is being cut 50 per cent 
and other departments are staring at a bleak 
future. But it is an old story. 


Back in 1929, Mayor Frank Doyle was deny- 
ing charges of waste, and city employes were 
trying to collect three months’ back pay.

By the admission of its own chairman, the 
Board of Election Commissioners has a staff 
that is about 25 per cent larger than it should 
be.

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To Put People Where Needed — 


The House of Representatives, we are. glad 
to see, has moved to break the U.N. jurisdic- 
tional dispute which has been blocking the 
transfer of some Europe’s excess population to 
emptier parts of the world. 

As we reported recently, the crux of this 
matter is the lack of funds for the operation of 
a fleet of 12 vessels assembled by the Inter- 
national Refugee Organization. Since the Inter- 
national Labor Organization also claimed “jur- 
isdiction” Over population transfers, it seemed 
that the fleet might have to be dispersed be- 
cause of an endless argument as to who should 
run it. 

The House now has voted $30,000,000, in- 
tluded in the Mutual Security Act, and has 
strongly suggested that the work be carried on 
by a new 20-government agency from which 
Russia and Russian satellites would be barred. 
The proposal is now under consideration by a 
Senate committee. It has the strong support 
of the Protestant Church World Service, the 
National Catholic Welfare Council, the National 
Lutheran Council and the Jewish United Serv- 
ices for New Americans among others. 

The desirability of population transfers is 
obvious. Countries which have more people 
than they can support with some measure of 
prosperity are bound to be unstable politically 
and weak links in any system of international 
security. At the same time, underpopulated 
countries cannot make maximum contributions 
to the development of the world’s resources. 
And the individuals concerned are by no means 
of the least importance. As far as ‘possible, 
every man ought to have a chance to lead a 
satisfactory life. - 

So’ it is to be hoped that the House action 
will help to break up a nasty log jam.

Kilowatts and Farm Catalogues 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Big mail-order catalogues show changes which electricity has 
brought to many farms, federal agency’s magazine says; six or more 
times as much advertising space is given to new power tools as in 
‘30s; REA claims major role in lightening load of farmers. 


From the Rural Electrification News 


The bulky mail-order catalogue, tradi- 
tional fixture in the typical rural home, 
contains a liberal edutation on the impact 
that electricity has had on the farm, both 
in farming methods and farm living. 

A comparison of space devoted to elec- 
trical appliances and equipment in the 
current catalogue of a large mail-order 
house with that of the 1933 and 1934 
catalogues—before REA came into the pic- 
ture—shows better than history books how 
rural electrification has woven itself per- 
manently into the average rural scene. 


In 1950, after REA helped boost farm 
electrification from 10 per cent to more 
than 85 per cent, production equipment 
to make the farmer’s work load lighter 
got much more attention than 
earlier catalogues. Milkers, for example, 
got six times more space. Tool grinders 
were given 12 times more space, electric 
saws three times more, and electric chick 
brooders six times. 

Since the 1933 and 1934 catalogues, the 
editors have added electric fencing, arc 
welders, electric milk coolers, pumps for 
all. farm uses including irrigation; incu- 
bators, automatic waterers for chicks, 
chicken pickers, hay mow lights, pasteur- 
izers, sterilizers for milking equipment, 
dairy water heaters, cow clippers, and 
egg candlerss~ 

A further evidence of the vast advante 
made since 1935 is found in the display 
of a remote control system for house, 
barn, poultry house, milk house and yard 
lights. This is an addition in the space 
devoted to electric lights. 

Electric paint and insect sprayers are 
given one and a half pages in the late edi- 


in the | 


tion” Rotary tools, drills, feed grinders, 
soldering equipment, and electric wiring 
equipment get good space in the most re- 
eent catalogue. An electric knife for un- 
capping bee combs is also shown. 


Electric fans used up a mere quarter-page 

in the early catalogue. But in 1950 fans 
used 10 times as much space. In addi- 
tion to household fans, barn ventilating 
fans and fans for electric hay-drying 
equipment were also prominently dis- 
played. ' 
. Items that bring electricity’s conveni- 
ences to the farm wife and provide more 
leisure time for her and her family 
jumped in space value. This mail-order 
house has adde@ home freezers, roasters, 
fluorescent light fixtures and automatic 
dishwashers. _ ‘ 

Electric ranges, not even mentioned in 
the 1933 edition, came in for more than 
two full pages in the °50 catalogue; elec- 


‘Aric lamp space was doubled, washing ma- 


chine space quadrupled, space for electric 
ironers tripled, space for toasters in- 
creased tenfold, sewing machine space 
tripled, and‘electric iron displays were 
doubled. 

Certain types of merchandise have been 
dropped or drastically reduced in cat- 
alogue space in the intervening 15 years. 
These include hand churns, farm power 
plants, kerosene. incubators, kerosene 
lamps and lanterns, ‘radio batteries and 
treadle sewing machines. ' 

REA-financed eo-operatives can be proud 
of the part they have played in relegating 
old-fashioned, back-wearying and eye-tir- 
ing equipment to the antique list.

First Job to Build Road. 

Miss Housemann was one of 
nine young women and 16 young 
men who belonged to her work 
group. Their first job, in July, 
was to construct a new road nire 
feet wide. Men and women work 
together on all these projects. 

The campers cleared the under- 
brush and cut the grass for the 
new roadway. They chopped down 
one tree and dug out the roots. 

“I Jearned how to use a spade,” 
Miss Housemann wrote. “When 
the ground was hard, I learned 
how to jump on the spade with 
both feet. The topsoil was rocky 
and entangled with roots. We had 
to use picks with our spades. The 
wind blew the loose dirt, and 
golly! did we get dirty.” 

They used wheelbarrows to 
haul the dirt from the roadway. 

“After we finished digging out 
our road to the right depth, and 
leveling it off,” Miss Housemann 
continued, “we had to start our 
Steine Klopfer, which is just plain 
cracking rocks and old bricks. 


a young man, native of Berlin, 
who during World War II spent 
three years in a South Carolina 
camp as a war perisoner.

Steering Committee Election.

Poached Pear 
ls Excellent 
Party Dessert 

By Edith M. Barber 


ARTLETT pears when they are 

firm and not over-ripe, lend 

themselves to light cooking. 
This is particularly desirable if 
the pears are to be used as a 
base for ice cream, as they are 
much easier to eat when the 
flesh has been slightly softened 
by cooking. 

This is a good way to treat 
them when you are planning 
serve them with a creamy or 
hard sauce or with a flavored 
whipped cream. If they are 
cooked on top of the stove, they 
should be simmered or poached 
evenly throughout. If the pears 
are halved, they may be cooked 
uncovered if they are basted with 
sirup. If they are allowed to re- 
main whole, they should be cov- 
ered. They may be pared or not 
as you like, and if you like spice, 
they may be s.udded with whole 
cloves and stick cinnamon added 
to the sirup. 


Another suggestion is to halve 
and core the pears, peel them if 
you like. Then a spoonful of tart 
jelly may be placed in the cen- 
ter or a large cream mint may 
be placed in the center. Place 
fruit some distance from _ the 
broiler heat and broil just long 
enough to heat thoroughly. Pears 
prepared this way are better 
served hot, but the poached pears 
may be served either hot or cold. 
As a garnish, a sprig of mint or 
any bright colored berries in sea- 
son or the faithful always-ready 
maraschino cherries may be 
chosen.

Estimates of Weight 
Of the Earth Differ

pears in a letter from Walter

“If it wouldn’t be too much 
trouble, will you please answer in 
your column whether the earth 
really weighs six sextillion and 
552 quintillion tons?” 

Estimates of the mass, or 
weight, of the earth have differed. 
Some have placed the total at 
more than six sextillion tons, 
some at less. The best mathema- 
tician would be claiming too

much if he said that he knew 
the figure down to a quintillion 
tons. Perhaps it will be well to 
remember six sextillion tons as 
the weight in round numbers. 

Scientists use the term “mass” 
instead of “weight” in many ex- 
pressions. These terms can hard- 
ly be said to mean the same thing, 
but they are close in meaning, 
and both have to do with gravity. 
It is common to speak of the 
mass of a heavenly body, and of 
the weight of a small object on 
earth. The mass of a small ob- 
ject can be calculated, however, 
as well as its weight. °

SEVERAL METHODS have 
been used to estimate the mass 
of the earth. One is to use two 
metal balls, one large and one 
small. The “pull” of gravity be- 
tween the earth and the small 
ball can be learned. Then a 
very careful measurement shows 
how much the large ball “pulls” 
the small ball toward itself. 

Judging by such tests, it has 
been figured that the average 
cubic foot of material in the 
earth has about the same mass 
as five and a half cubic feet of 
water. 

Scientists have figured the bulk 
of the earth with great care. If 
we have the right average mass, 
or weight, for,each cubic foot, it

Clogged Water Pipes. 

HE reason that you don’t get 
T any water when you open a 

faucet may be because the well 
has run dry or you haven’t paid 
last month’s water bill.
